Attempt to Recover Lost Riches.

From the London Dally Telegraph.
On the n;ght of October 7, 1799, her

Mbjesty's ship Lutine, freighted with an
enormous amount of specie, varying
from 1,500,000 to 3,000,000, foundered
on the sand banks off the northweal
coast of Holland, and the greater bulk
of that treasure still lies buried, with but
nine fathoms of .water over it. Tne Lu
line was bound to a port in tho Zayder
Zie, and the $1 500,000 she had on board
was subsidy mo ey for the English troops
who were then serving under the Prince
of Holland Holland being at war with
France, had also on board larga as
Biznments of specie for merchants in the
country, as well as for bullion dealers
and bankers at Him burg, to which port
she was to have, proceeded after landing
the Government subsidy money at the
port in the Zuy ler Zse. There was also
on board the Cfowu jewels of Holland,
which bed been sent to this country by
the Prince of O ange, to be reset and
polished by Messrs. Rundell & Bridges,
the then famous jewelers to the English
Court, on La 'gte Hill. Tnev had been
placed in a stronglron case, hermetically
sealed, and were shipped on board the
Lutine, at Lowestoft, a few dayn before
she sailed, on the morning of October
6:b; and it is alleged that the comman-
der was so elated with his Important
c immissicn from the bankers that the
night J before the veesel took her depart-
ure on her fatal voyage he en'ortalnsd
all tbeueUfe ol Ljwestoft and Yarmou:h
to a grand ball on board. Of the circum-
stances of her loss very little Is known
by6nd the' fact that, on tbo" follow-
ing night, the Lutine, in making
for the entrance of the Zjvder
Zae, encountered a fearful storm, and
wasdriveu on a sand-ban- k between the
U aits .if TarsjhellioE and Vieland. ami
feubsequently foundered, all her sillcor s
and crew, excepting one mu, perishing
tne survivor, uowever, only lived a f, w
hourn. He was picked up by some
Du'cb boatman who found him floating
on some spars, and after stating theficts
of the dreadful wreck, he died. Nearlv
200 persons perished in the ill fate! ves-
sel. After much exertion tbe sunken
wreck of the Lutine was disco ered Ivlne
in nine fathoms water within three miles
of the western portion of the Island of
Tereohelllng; bu'ao attempt, we believe,
was made to recover the bunken treasure
for one or two years, owing In a great
measure to the sh fting sand banks aud
tbe rapidity of the tides which sweot
over the spot. The Duteh Government
cff.red a reward of 5000 for the resov- -
ery of the Crown jewels, which, with
other inducement held out in England,
leu 10 a company using iormea, wno
commenced operations, and In a few
years they recovered about IG0,GQQ of
the specie, of which tbe Batch Govern-
ment claimed 80 000 as a royalty. y

It was only
for an hour, or half an hour, that the
divers could remain down, at the slack
of the tides, and only in very fine, calm
weather, and even then they cculd
birolykeep a footing on account of the
rapid current. In addition to the 160,- -
000 recovered, another 09 000 was re
covered by tuff companies. The last re
covery took place a few days since, and
about 20,000 wa9 paid as royalty to the
fcrovernoient, who, up to that time, naa
repudiated all claims on tbe wreck by
the English underwriters and marine in
surance companies who had taken lines
of Insurance on the specie, and bad paid
tue i,5Uu.000 as a total loss. The Kne-
liah underwriters were prepared with
batter appliances to work at tbo wreck ;
nut an oners were refused, and it is only
lately mat the Dutch uovernment ad
mitted that they had no right to the
wreck whatever, and, if we are correctly
informed, the representatives of Lloyds
nave now full power to take possession
oi tne wreck, together with Its treasure.
au the underwriters who were Inter
ested and paid on the total loss
have been dead soma years, and it
being impossible for any claim to be
st up by any surviving relatives of
tue underwriters, li'oyd-.i- t is said, in
tend to apply to Parliament for powers
to appropriate all moneys recovered from
the wreck for porposaj named in the pro
posals, uf ilia i,u,uuu wnich tne lirucu
government formerly received as royalty
money, no portion has besn returned,
but of tho sec jnd amount of 20,000, this
was made over to a few years
since by order of the lUng of Holland,
which sum remains untouched by the
managing committee, and, and with the
interest mat has been accumulated since,
near 9000, it Is probable that operations
win Da renewed on the wrecs during the
ensuing summer, and on a ecale which
is likely to be eminently successful. The
plan, we understand, will be to construct
large Iron caltBOLS. similar to those used
for constructing the foundations of tbe
piers of tbe new Blackfrlars bridge, and
sinK them into the sands, completely en
compassing the wreck. These fairly
sunk engineers of eminence declare
there is no obstacle preventing them
the excavation of the sand from the in
terior can be in a few days accomplished,
and the treasure recovered.

Martha J. Cairns Kills Her Re- -
trayer. -

From the Baltlmoro American, 121b. ' ;

The quiet village of Jarrettsvlhe, Hart
ford county, was thrown into a state of
the utmojt excitement and confusion by
a tragedy which occurred in Its bounds
on Saturday evening last, about six
o'clock. .Nicholas Mcuomas, a young
man living about two miles from tbe
village, was shot and almost instantly
killed by Miss Martha J. Cairns, who re
sides the same distance irem J arretts
ville, but in a different direction from it
than the houso ef MsComap. The ac
counts given of the muancaoiy .affair
render it cortaiu that MtCjmas ejdaced
Miss Cairns over a year ago, under prom
lie of marriage, and iu January last a
child was born, which is liviog at tbe
present time. Miss (Jalrm frequsnt.y
importuned McUomas to fu:iiilhb prom
ise of marrying her, but by equlvoca
tions and excuses Ho evaded her reqursta
until she felt toward mm no otner feel
ing than hatred and determination to
avenge her injuries. On Saturday even
ing he had ridden into Jarrettsville for
tbe purpose of attending a meeting of a
militia company, of which he was a
member, and at the time of the murder
was in tbe yard at the rear of the tavern.
Miss Cairns followed him to Jarretts-
ville, and on arrivit at the tavern,
dismounted from her horse, fastened
him securely, and passing into tbe
ladies' apartment, removed her rid
ing skirt, her hat and other in-

cumbrances that might retard her
movements. Leaving the ladies' apart-
ment with a Colt's revolver In her
hand, she walked directly through the
barroom, which was full of men, and
stepped out upon a back porch, which
overlooked the yard where McCmas
was. Standing in the doorway opening
from the bar on the porch, "she took de
liberate aim with her pistol at McComaa
and fired, being scarcely ten paces dis-
tant from her. The bullet Btruck him in
the breast, and as he reeled wildly to-

ward the pil:ar3 which held up the porch
she fired two more shots, neither of
which took effect. He clasped the pillar
of the porch, and endeavored to sustain
himself by them, but weak as he was
from the rapid fl)w of blood from tbe
wound, his strength failed him and he
fell to the grou ad. ehe walked directly up
to him, and, standing over him, fired tho
two last f)hot3 from her revolver into his
body, one lodging in his right leg and
the other in the groin. Still carrying her
revolver in her hand, ets passed back
through the crowd of men, who, as if
stricken senseless by the awful scene be-

ing enacted bsfore their eyes, did not
move a finger to bar her passage. Along
the porch, through the .Sarroom, and
bick to the ladies' apartmentshe walked
without showing a trace ef emotion or a
qualm of nervousness.

In tbe dressing room she resumed her
riding habit, and again mounting her
horse, sue galloped bacir toward her
home, and had gone a cncsiderablsrdis- -
tance from tne village before any one
thought of following her, Mr. Jarrett
rodo aftor her, and j lining her abopt a
mile from Jarrettsville, she asKed film, if
McComaa was dead. He replied yes,
wben she said, "I told him what I was
going to do." She exhibited no signs of
regret, and was apparently as composed
as if she bad just finished the most ordi-
nary act.

On Sunday she rode to tsellair and
gave herself up to the authoritiss. Mies
Cairns is about thirty, and McComaa
was thirty-seve- n yeats of age. 1$ th the
parties belonged to highly respectable
families, and held a foremost position
in the social life of tbe county. The
feeling of excitement in regard to this
act of summary retribution runs very
high in tbe neighborhood, but public
opinion Is generally on the side of Miss
Ualrnp.

McComas is supposed to have been
killed by the first shot which struck him
and the last two shots were probibly
nred iu to tils dead nnuy.

Some time since Miss Cairns brought
suit against Mcuonia for breasn or prom'
ise and seduction, but the case has not
yet coma to trinl.

rule he had entered requiring attorneys
to take the Ku-Kiu- x oath in his court, if
proceedings were stopped against him.

It is a voluminousdocument,
and we regret that we cannot make room
ror it this morning, it shall appear iu
due time, and will makes valuable addi-
tion to the "judicial lore " of the State.

The facts of the-- case are these: Mr.
Hyde was appointed and commissioned
Attorney General of the Fourth Circuit
by Gov. Johuson on the 25 h of June,
1864, was Inducted into ofllce and is vet
in the active exercise of Its duties. In
April, 1858, Gov. Brownlow, by proclt-matio- n,

oidered an election in the Fourth
Circuit for Attorney General, to befheld
on the 30ih day of May, 1S6S. withou;
reference to the incumbent, either in his
proclamation or in his writs of election.
At the election. A. J. Trewhltt was ih
only candidate, Mr. Hyde Insisting that
mere was no vacancy to autnor:Z9 a sno--
clal election. Mr. Trewhltt received
some four hundred votes altocether in
tbe seven counties, and received: a com-
mission baarlng date June 12. "1863. At?
the June term of tha Lw Cjurt at Chat-
tanooga, 1803, Trewhltt presented hla
commission and applied to be Qualified
and Inducted into offlte. This annlina.
tion was resisted by Mr. Hvde. and an
issue was mde up of record. The cause
was tried, judge Adims presidine. the
Court boldicg that Trewhltt was tho
leg! and proper Attorney General, from
wmcriuoiaing nyue appealed to the Su- -
premeWUourt. The question arises umn
section 7 of the schedule adopted in 1865,
which after ratifying and affirming the
appointments made by Gov. Juhnson,
declares that the oHLers so nnnnlntMi
shall continue to noli and oxerclse the
functions of their nspeo ive offices until
their successors shall be eleoted and miai--
ltled, as prescribed by the laws and

the State.- - The constitution
provides that tbe legislature shill fix
tha time for holding general eleotious,
and for special elections to till vacancies

mat may nappen by death, resigna
tion or removal." The election nnrlnr
which Mr. Trewhltt claims was not held
on the day fixed ,for tha general election
of judicial otUcero, and the question be-p-re

tbe. Court Ji w9. there a, vacancy

when tbe election was ordered? Mr.
Hyds was not dead, had not resigned,
nor bad he been removed, and it Is in
sisted that a special election can only be
held " as prescribed by tbe constibution
and laws of tlje State," when such a va--
cincy occurs as la denned by Article VU,
Section 4, cf the Constitution.

This cause is held over under advise
ment by tbe Court.
